Agencies Say CON Laws Undercut Consumer 

Choice, Stifle Innovation and 

Weaken Markets' Ability to Contain Health Care 

Costs 

In a joint statement to the Illinois Task Force on Health Planning Reform, the Federal Trade Commission 
and Department of Justice (DOJ) stated the agendes' posftlon regarding certificate-of-need (CON) laws, 
saying that the laws undercut consumer choice, stifle fnnovatlon and weaken markets' abillty to contain 
health care costs. Today's statement relterates the agendes' ongolng efforts to promote competitk>n in 
heafth care. 

State CON programs generally prevent firms from entering certaln areas of the health care market unless 
they can demonstrate to state authorities that there is an unmet need for thelr services. The task force Is 
consldering eliminating or amending Illinois' CON recjulrements. The agendes were asked by the task 
force to present thelr views at a meeting to be held in Chicago on Sept. 15, 2008. 
FTC Chalrman Willlam Kovadc underscored the importance of health care competition, stating that, The 
health care Industry provides us all with fundamental services at signiflcant and vulnerabte times. 
Vlgorous competition can promote greater access to cost-effecuve, high-quality health care." 
In the joint statement, the agencies safd that CON laws Impede the effident performa nce of health care 
markets by creating barriers to enby and expansfon, to the detriment of health care competftton and 
consumers. The statement descrlbes economic research on the effects of CON laws, as well as some of 
the rlsks that CON laws can entail. For example, in addition to limitlng entry, CON laws create 
opportunitles for exlsting competitors to exploit the CON process to thwart or delay new competition; 
they can fadlitate antJcompetltive agreemerrts among providers; and the CON process itself may be 
susceptible to corruptfon. 

The Antitrust Dlvislon is committed to providing gufdance on how to promote competition in the health 
care Industry," said Thomas O. Bamett, Asslstant Attomey General fn charge of the Departmenfs 
Antitrust DMsion. "Competition In thls Important industry benefits consumers by off ering lower prices 
and better quafrty services." 

The joint statement also evaluates several arguments in support of CON laws, noting that the original 
cost-control reasons for CON laws no tonger apply and that CON laws are an Inefrecove means to fund 
Indigent care. For these reasons, the agencies encourage members of the Illinois task force - as well as 
offitials in other states that continue to requlre certlffcates of need - to consider whether such laws do 
more harm than good. 

Today's statement is based on the agencies' extensive experfence with CON laws. The agendes jointly 
conducted hearings on Issues in health care competition, includlng CON laws, In 2003; those hearings. 
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and related research, ledtoa 2004 report, Improving Health Care: A Dose of Competftion, whfch 

observed that, "on balance, CON programs are not successful in containing health care costs, and that 'i 

they pose serfous anttompetitive risks that usually outwefgh thelr purported economic benefits." Toda/s 

statement is based on that report and more recent economic studfes. Recently, the agendes have 

provlded slmilar statements to the General Assembly and the Senate of the state of Georgia; the 

Committee on Health, Education and Sodal Services of the Alaska House of Representatives; and the 

Florida Senate Committee on Health and Human Services Appropriations. 

The Commissfon vote approvfng the joint statement was 4-0.

Per Greg and Tara Jollie the City of Adak can receive an immediate disbursement of $1 03,068 as their municipal 
revenue sharing payment if they would just properly adopt their budget in a public meeting. 

Would you suggest a kind Ietter from Ms. Jollie to the Mayor of Adak reminding him of this fact? If all or part of 
these funds were used to pay the fuel bill, Ateut Corporation may deliver fuel for the city to use again.

Good moming Randy. Below is Information provided by DCRA Director Tara Jollie regarding their revenue 
sharing: 

"The City filed copies of their adopted budget and CFS in order to qualify for their Community Revenue Sharing. 
Upon examination it was noted that they did not fbllow either their ordinances or state statues in adopting the 
budget ordinance. They introduced it, schedufed a public hearing 3 days later, then adopted it even before the 
public hearing. One of the biggest criticisms of the city is that they do things without infbrming the public. This 
seems to follow along those lines. Once they properly adopt their annual budget they would be eligible for 
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immediate disbursement of $103,068 from revenue sharfng. In addition they would be eligible for $14,912.03 in 
PILT funds when PILT comes avaflable on Oct 15" 1 ."
